On the 
bed near him lay a four-bladed pocket 
knife, which was identified as his, and 
with which he cut and slashed himself 
unmercifully in an awful moment. Sev- 
erul gashes aboit two inches deep were 
discovered on neck and both arins 
were lacerated at the wrists and on the 
upper arms. The extent and position of 
the various wounds present evidence of 
grim determination seldom seen. He lit- 
erally butchered himself and very likely 
shifted his knife from hand-to hand in 
his mad glee. No note of explanation 
was found anywhere, and his wife and 
daughters are gfief-stricken in_ thelr 
bereavement, 

Professor Frantz had only been a, resi- 
dent of Oxford for about ten days, going 
there to begin his duties yesterday as 
occupant of the English chatr in Emory 
college. He came here from Central col- 
lege, Maine, to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of Rev. Morgan Calloway, 
D.D., last term. He was regarded as a 
ripe scholar and a high-toned Christian 
gentleman, and although but a short 
time in Oxford, he had made strong 
friendships among the citizens. He was 
to have begun his work yesterday, and 
his tragic death has caused consterna- 
tion at this particular time. His rela- 
tives were immediately notified of his 
death, and the remains’ were taken to 
Danville, Va., this morning. for inter- 
ment. The plans of the family are not 
known. Professor Frantz leaves a wife 
and three daughters, and a brother in 
Virginia, who mourn his death. 


Funeral of Professor Frantz. 

The funeral of Professor Frantz oc- 
curred at 10 o’clock this morning from 
the late residence. A large number of 
friends gathered at the bier, and after 
the ceremonies, which were conducted 
by President Dowman, the remains were 
taken to the train. The funeral party, 
consisting of Mrs. Frantz, her brother, 
Mr. Alex Montgomery, of Birmingham, 
Ala., and a brother of the deceased who 
lives in Virginia, accompanied the body 


the sight.

A Specimen of American Tact. 

A correspondent of ‘The New ‘York 
Times writes to the editor of that paper 
calling his attention to the front page 
picture, taken from a photograph, 
Which appeared in @ recent issue or 
Coilier's weekly. 

The picture is startling enough to 
attract attention. lt is a view of the 
interior of a Roman Catholic chureh 
in the Philippines. The altar is the 
central feature of the picture, Before 
it, where the priest stands to celebrate 
mass, there is a writing table at which 
sits €@ man in the uniform of the Unit- 
ed States army. Ile is smoking a 
cigar while he writes. On the altar 
stands a telegraphie instrument, and 
the tablernacle is wound around with 
Wire, An officer (a captain of the 
United States army) stands beside the 
instrument, with his cap on, smoking 
a cigarette, 

This shocking display of obtuseness 
on the part of United States army of- 
fieers is, as The New York Times says, 
“simply awful and not susceptible of 
any apology. The truth of this lies 
in the fact that every educated man, 
in order to be a gentleman, in order, 
we may say, to be a genuine American, 
must necessarily appreciate those sen- 
sibilities of a people or a community 
which may be described as sacred. Yet 
here are officers of the United States 
army, commanding forees that are sent 
to the Philippines to maintain peace 
and to establish friendly relations with 
the Filipinos who are both blind and 
deaf, not only to the religious sensi- 
bilities of the people, but to everv sug- 
gestion and consideration of civiliza- 
tion and enlightenment. 

We are. supposed to trying to 
convince the Filipinos that our occu- 
pation of the islands, permanent or 
temporary, as the rxiy be.

Editor Constitution—Our people have been 
down-trodden and oppressed for years and I 
believe now is the time for the farmers to 
unite and, standing shoulder to shoulder, de- 
mand a fair reward for their labor. I have 
been farming for forty years and have studied 
the cotton crop closely from year to year. The 
yields have varied, there being an abundant 
harvest one season and another far short of 
the average, though the crops may have pre- 
sented the same glittering prospects in the 
earlier stages. My observation of, the condl- 
tions which influence and determine these 
varying yields have taught me that no calami- 
ty can befall a cotton crop quite 80 injurious 

a drought after a wet winter and spring. 

This crop began under~- the inauspicious 
circumstances of an extraordinarily wet win- 
ter and spring, and when the drought overtook 
it. its fate was changelessly fixed; its doom 
inevitable. And such a drought it has suffer- 
ed! So fearful and destructive in its dura- 
tion and intensity and so general and search- 
ing that but few of the broad acres, which 
stretch themselves out over the great area of 
the cotton belt, escaped its withering breath. 
I have before me a map of all the cotton- 
producing states and have kept up a cor- 
respondence_ from all sections of them regar1- 
ing the different stages of this crop and the 
conditions which have influenced it. Merciless 
destruction has swept the belt. The exceptions 
only prove the rule.

Oldest Temperance ' Town in Georgia. 


Editor Constitution—Apropos of an article in 
a recent issue of The Constitution under the 
caption, ‘‘Drvest Spot in Georgia’’—no bar- 
room there in thirty years. I call your at- 
tention to Cave Spring, in Floyd county, Geor- 
gia, where no liquor has been legally sold for 
more than half a century. This picturesque 
and most beautiful town is near the spot 
where De Soto in 1540 took up his quarters. 
Nestled between hills in the center of Vann's 
valley (Vann was an Indian of prominence who 
resided there), encircled almost by a crystal 
and fast flowing stream of water, there is not 
on this globe a place more romantically beau- 
tiful than this spot. A lofty mountain peak 
overlooks the town. In ‘this mountain is a 
large cave from which, in conjunction with 
the spring which bubbles from its foot, the 
town takes its name. Through the cave flows 
a large stream of water which gushes below 
out of the mountain side, passing immediately 
in front of the state’s Asylum for the Deaf 
and Dumb, which, under the able and ef- 
ficient management of Prefessor Conner, has 
accomplished so much good for this class of 
Georgia's unfortunate sons and daughters.

property upon which the liquors were dispens- 
ed. Conspicuously located upon these grounds 
is also the deaf and dumb asylum before refer- 
red to, in which with its playing fountains and 
singing birds and contented pupils presents a 
spectacle most beautiful to contemplate.

Unfortunately, there are those women 
fo unhappily constituted that they bring 
trouble and cause friction tn any society 
where they are members, and the sooner 
they are suppressed the better it will be 
for them and evervbody else. They are 
the people with whom “rule or ruin” 
feems to he the motto. They never pos- 
tess the strength or stamina to suc- 
cetsfully “rule,” but they can, through 
thelr disloyal practices, selfishness and 
desire for personal glory, bring about a 
Good deal of ruin. 

The last two faults can frequently be 
tuppressed by diplomatic women in the 
position of leaders, but in the case of 
disloyal actions. the only way to punish 
the offender and preserve the harmony 
of the body would be to request her res- 
lgnation. 

Another type of woman that {s more 
tiresome {n an organization than she is 
harmful is the one who ‘‘speech makeas’”’ 
at the wrong time—that is, the one who 
takes & little bunch of women off in-a 
Corner and speaks out her mind after 
@ Meeting is over. She condemns a res- 
Glution that was passed, and yet was one 
Of the first to exclaim “aye’’ when the 
Vote was taken. If a spirit of harmony 
Qctuated her ready “aye,” one might 
Commend her, but the very fact that she 
Gees “behind the hack of the meeting,” 
as it Werte. and indulges in discordant 
*xpressions does away with her boasted 
harmony.
